license for the purpose of supplying 
with liquor guests who icsort to his 
house for food or lodging.

public order and decency.

iclered by the courts of the state, and 
f thin number 255S were aetually'sen- 
enced or placed on probation. 


"The crime problem Is largely the 
oy problem and the girl problem, for 


the habitual criminal—the man 
who 


takes to crime as a'trude—as a rule be- 
gins his criminal career when he is 
young. Alt over tho world most crime 
is committed in districts which are 
most thickly populated. The Juvenllo 
offender seldom comas from ruraKdis- 
trlcts, or from a good neighborhood, or 
from a normal home. He is forced Into 
the crowded streets of tho slums, es- 
pecially on Sundays.

sition government in hopes-'uf eventually gelling complete control of the 
country. 
. .There arc 75,000 Ameiican residents in Mexico whose interests 


must also.be protected. 
Ordinaiily no outside government would intervene 


except requested to do so, unless to stop wanton outrages, 
The mobiliza- 


tion of au American army on the frontier will prevent the smuggling of men 
and arms acio^s the border for one side or the other. 
The Mexicans have 


charged that this is being done and have protested (o the government at 
Washiugton. 
Should Mexico grant Japan a coaling station for her 


fleet, or do anything that would give the yellow men a foothold (here, 
our government would promptly interfere and might add Mexico to ouv 
possessions as a precaution for our future safely.

'American army on the Texan frontier will cause the belligerents lo he 
more cautious at least in their treatment of Americans in Mexico.

ulation, a decrease in pauperism and 
no serious increase in the ratio of tha 
insane are the general 
conclusions 


reached in the first report, issued to- 
day, of the commission authorized by 
the act of 1 DID to "investigate the in- 
crease of criminals, mental 
defectives, 


epileptics and degenerates." Tho board 
consists of Walter E. Fernald, Holiis 
N. Blackstone, Everett Flood, Benja- 
min F. Bridges and Ernest V. Scrlb- 
ner. 
The commission gives statistics on 


all these matters, In 
periods ot fivo 


years each since 1830, so far as possible 
to collate them from 
official .records 


which until recently have been incom- 
plete and -irregular. 


The popular belief 
that there has 


been a large Increase In crime, which 
was largely responsible for the creation

President Diaz is S3 years old nud the lusurroclos have set up an oppo- 


sition "government iu hopes of eventually getting complete control of the 
country. 
. There are 75,000 American residents iu .Mexico whose interests 


must also be protected. 
Oidinarily no outside government, would intervene 


.except requested to do so, unless to stop wanton outrages. 
The mobiliza- 


tion of an American army on (he frontier will prevent the smuggling of men 
and.anns across the border for'one side or the oilier. 
The Mexicans have 


charged that this is being done and have protested to tho government at 
Washington. 
Should Mexico giant Japan a coaling station for her 


fleet,' or do anything (hat would give the yellow men n foothold there, 
our government would promptly interfere and might add Mexico to our 
possessions as a precaution for our future safety. 
The presence of an 


American 'army on the Texan frontier will cause the belligerents to be 
more cautious at least iu their treatment of Americans in Mexico. 
That. 


alone would justify the presence in 
force 
of,;our 
troops 
along 
(lie 


frontier, but the further aim of preventing Japanese colonization and'the 
overthrow of the Diaz government is probably tho main object as Ibis 
involves (he enforcement of the Monroe Doctrine to which tho governiiieiil is
